FOOD ON WAY 
TO HUNGRY 
EUROPE 



Ships Bearing 200,000 
)cean Uud 
Sealed Orders. 



Washington. Nov. 19— Ships carry- 
ing 200,00 tons of food for the popula- 
tions of Northern France, Belgium 
and Austria now are en route to 
Europe. They are proceeding under 
sealed orders to Gibraltar and Bristol 
channel ports and on arrival will a- 
wait word from Food Administrator 
Hoover as to their final destinations. 
Those going to Gihraltar are expected 
to proceed to Adriatic and Mediter- 
ranean ports and the others to French 
anil Belgium ports. 

One of the last acts of Mr. Hoover 
before sailing last Saturday for Eu- 
rope was to appoint a special shipping 
committee, headed by Theodore 
Whitmarsh, of the food administra- 
tion, to co-operate with the shipping 
hoard and the Commission tor Relief 
in Belgium in facilitating the ship- 
ment of food to the demoralised civil- 
ian populations in the countries de- 
vastated by war. 

Hoover To Direct Program. 

Neither the numher of ships in 
volved in the present movement nor 
the proportion that would be diverted 
at Gihraltar for relief of Southern Eu- 
rope and the Near East could be 
learned at the foor administration. It 
was stated that final arrangements for 
feeding the peoples freed from the 
yoke of German militarism is awaiting 
the arrival of Mr. Hoover in Europe 
and the result of his survey of the 
situation there. 

The purpose of sending some of the 
ships now going to Gihraltar and oth 
ers to the Bristol channel ports, it 
was explained, was to have ininiedia 
tely available at convenient ports sup 
plies to ship quickly where Mr. Hoov- 
er finds the need to he the most ur 
gent. / 

Ships Bound For Trieste. 

Officials here of the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium believe that the des- 
tination of the ships on their way to 
Gibraltar is the port of Triste. The 
ships now on their way arc under- 
stood to be the first that have left 
American ports with food for the 
countries other than Northern France 
and Belgium It was said that more 
than :.'on,oo tons of food monthly 
will he required to relieve distress 

in t'entral Europe tad Ike mm East. 

Increased shipments from American 
ports and the Argentine for the peo- 
ples of liberated Northern PfMICe and 
Belgium were begun several weeks 
ago.

A. 4.290,000 Bu. Potatoes. 



Kentucky's crops this season have 
turned out fairly well in spite of per- 
iods of severe drouth, shortage of 
labor and other handicaps that beset 
the farmers. The corn in many places 
is much better than was expected, 
altho badly damaged in many dis- 
tricts especially Western Kentucky. 
Tobacco grew out wonderfully after 
the late rains at the end of August 
and first of September and a fairly 
good sized crop is in sight, with 
quality yet to be determined. Pota- 
toes suffered severely as did the 
small acreage of hemp in the Blue 
Grass counties. About 4 per cent of 
the 1917 corn crop in Kentucky is re- 
poreted still in farmers' hands while 
for the L'nited States as a whole the 
percentage is a shade less than 4 
per cent. 

Corn is expected to yield about 26 
bus. an acre average in Kentucky, 
making a total of about 101,400.000 
bus. compared to l22,H.'.o,ooo hus. last 
year. The United States corn crop 
this year is about 2,7.".4,h()7,000 bus. 
compared to 3.1.V.I.494.000 litis in 1917. 

Tobacco will probably produce a- 
botll S00, 170,000 th. in Kentucky this 
season compared to 490,000,009 lb. 
Uul war. The United States tobacco 
crop this year is now estimated at 
about !.26«,rt::s.OO«> lb. compared to 
l.l'.i.l.i.-.i.niMi tt> last year. 

Irish potatoes in Kentucky this 
season will yield only about 4,290.000 
bus. compared to 0,730,001 hus. last 
year. The l'nited States potato crop 
is now estimated at 3S9.912.000 bus. 
compared to 442.530.000 bus. in 1917. 

It should be remembered the put 
crop was an enormous one, so this 
year's crop is still really a good one. 

Sweet potatoes in Kentucky this 
year are about 1 ,043,000 bus. compar- 
ed to 1.140.000 bus. last year. The 
l'nited States sweet potato crop is 
about 10,100,000 bus. compared to 
•7,141,000 hus. in 1917. 

Sorghum sirup is in considerable 
demand because of shortage of sugar 
and sirups, but it is estimated only 
about 1,8*0,000 gallons of sirup is 
being made in Kentucky this season 
compared to :i.l ".ti,000 gallons in 1917. 
The l'nited States production of sor- 
ghum sirup this season is now es- 
timate! at 29,745,000 gallons compar 
ed to M.170.000 gallons last year.

France To Have Boys' 

And Girls' Clubs. 

France is considering the adoption ^ 
of Uncle Sam's methods of teaching 
better farming and home making tO« 
boys and girls. Represenatives from 
the French High Commission, lately 
in this country, made a point of study- 
ing carefully the methods of the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture and 
the State agriculture colleges in con- 
ducting boys' and girls' clubs. Much 
of the information thus collected has 
been widely reprinted by the French 
press, accomptanied by editoral com- 
ment expressing the view that, the 
man and woman power of F'rance 
having been depleted or disorganized 
by war service. France for some time 
to coma will he dependent in large 
part upon its younger population for 
its food supply and suggesting the 
formation in France of a nation-wide 
system of boys' and girls' clubs pat- 
terned on those in America. It is ex- 
pected that these clubs will grow 
staple products — garden produce, 
wool, farm grain and forage crops, 
poultry and farm animals on farms 
not devasted. the very soil of which 
must first of all be put in condition. 
They will stimulate production by 
the young people of F'rance through 
organized contests not only in farm- 
ing but in home enterprises such as 
bread baking, garment making, cook- 
ing, and home management.

While beans have been looked upon 
by some as n "poor land crop," they

! extremely light and open nor too heavy 
I nnd compact. The bean Is a legume, 
eaptahie by virtue of Its root structure, 
of taking nitrogen from the air, but 
owing to Its brief growing season the 
nltrogen-gutherlng bacteria on the 
roots have but a short spnee of time In 
which to fix nitrogen. Fertilisers used 
on beans should supply nitrogen as 
well as phosphoric acid and potash. 
The rapid growth and early maturity 
aecured through the use of fertilisers 
are also valuable In enabling the crop 
to escape rust, blights or early froets.

A single skirmish may consume more 
potential plant food than would he re- 
quired to feed the fields of an entire 
| towns-hip, and the quantities burned 
1 up during a real hnniburduifnt ure tre- 
! mendous. Last year more than 600,- 
I 000 tons of nitrate went to make ex- 
I plosives, In the United States alone, 
j Millions of tons of sulphuric ucld were 
j likewise consumed. 

Fertilizers nnd warfare hear a most 
intimate und most sensitive relation- 
ship. War decreases the supply of 
fertilizing materials und at the same 
time Increases the Importance of their 
Use. Food production takes on u pa- 
triotic aspect. The farmer's tools of 
production become of Importance sec- ' sold, 
ond only to the needs of the army It- 
self. Yet when Mars is the urhlter 
the preference on muteriuls must go 
to the soldier rather than to the farm- 
| er. This uccounts for the shortage of 
materials from which fertilizers are 
made. 

But now a new danger threutens the 
spring fertilizer supply. The labor 
| supply has failed. The needs of the 
munition plants and the shipyards 
1 huve been so great as to seriously 
drain the fertilizer factories. Many 
plants have lost 30 to 40 per cent of 
their labor, and there la no prospect 
for Improvement by next spring. 

In normal times spring fertilizers 
are turned out by working the fac- 
tories at high speed during the lato 
winter and early spring months. Only 
half as many laborers are employed in 
.November and December as In Febru- 
ary and March.

In horers, it can he seen how remote Is 
the chance of speeding up to double 
There Is only 



The supply of fertlllaer for 
spring sown crops is threatened hy 
shortage of labor In the fertilizer fac- 
tories. This fact Is of particularly se- 
rious Import to the potato farmers of 
the country, for the great potato sec- 
tions nre coming more and more to de- 
pend on fertilizer for the economh.il 
production of this crop. Thus It hap- 
pens that the very factor which (ire- 
vents factories running to 
Ity gin has effect I 
ers from aatBg i ii.-tr ow n depicted farm 
labor supply to Beat advimtuu'e. Labor 
cannot he used to advantage on those 
fields which OH give beg half a crop. 

The fertilizer Industry Is normally 
a seasonal Industry. Aboip the first 
of February the factories are normally 
In full blast, producing fertl'lzer for 
use .,n spring crop* 
down" ngnln for a period of 
months in late spring nnd early sum- 
mer. This requires a large floating 
supply of lnhor, a supply which has 
largely been eaten up hy demands of 
the shipyards nnd munition factories. 

Transferring the Industry from • 
seasonal basis to a full 12 months' op- 
erating bosls will certainly be econom- 
ical of Inbor. The factories can then 
work at somewhat diminished dally 
cnpaclty for more weeks In the year, 
and In this way get out the necessary 
tonnage. It can't be done at once, 
however, because factories do not have 
storage space enough to allow of this. 
Goods must be shipped out almost aa 
fast as they are made— so that the 
greatest possible output by the re- 
stricted supply of labor may be as- 
sured. 

If fertilizer users the country over 
will order early, through accustomed 
channels, and agree to take the goods 
from the car on arrival, much may be 
done to help Insure a sufficient supply 
for next spring's business. Early or- 
dering, however, means NOW.

THE IRISH POTATO THE FOOD 
OF THE PEOPLE 

The Irish potato Is a staple of 
American diet. Enough potatoes were 
consumed in the United Slates in !9U 
to allow one eight-ounce potato n dny 
throughout the whole yeur for each 
man, woman and child. 

Truly, the potato Is the food of the 
people. The portion of Ihe American 
Mtl made up by this vegetable, alone, I 
consumes over 300,0(H1,000 bushels an- i 
ntially. 

Intensive methods make it possible ' 
to grow crops yielding from "JoO to -100 
bushels per ncre, and at the same time 
to decrease the cost of raising each j 
bushel. The big expense in potato 
growing comes In Ihe preparation of 
the land, the purchase of ttle seed and 
the attention given the crop through- 
out the season. But it costs no more 
to prepare ground, plant, cultivate ami 
spray a UOO-hushel crop than it does a 
l~i(l-bushel Crop, Harvesting will cost 
more, but the big overhead expenses 
are practically the same. Obviously 
the thing to do Is to insure large 
yields by supplying an abundance of 
available plant food that will give the j 
crop a good sturt und force It to early 
maturity. 

Fertilizers should be applied at the 
time of planting, and In order to make 
certain (but this material may be on 
hand when needed It Is especially im- 
portant to order early this year. 

The man who has his fertilizer 
stored In his own barn Is the only one 
who can be certain of a supply when 
needed. A big potato MP will be 
needed 
or not.

Fair Day's Work for Loading Haul- 
inq end Putting Into Barn With 
Horse Fork Is About Five Tone 
per Man— Haul All Day. 

(Prepared hv the fnlteil States Depart 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The haying senson for tnme hny 
lMsts about ten days. Sometimes 
when the weather Is unfavorable or 
the acreage Is large It takes longer 
to get the hny made. The hay grower 
should plan to get his hay made with- 
in two weeks at Mat, If possible. If 
the amount of hny ench machine will 
handle per hour or per day and the 
amount of labor required per ton la 
known, plans can be made to make a 
•ertaln amount of hay per dny. 

It has been found that, under aver 
age conditions, mowers, tedders and 
Rutty rakes will cover two ocres per 
font In width of the machine per 
ten n onf day. That |s. a five-foot 
mower will cut ti n acres per day, a 
ten-foot sulky rake will rake 20 acres 
per day, etc. One man can cock 
about live or six ai res per day. A 
fair di'.v's work for loading, hauling 
and putting Into the barn with a horse 
fork is about live tOM per num. 

When the having season comes an 
effort should be made to make as 
much hay per day as possible. On 
i ny farms In the Baal the best re- 
sults nre not obtained, her HOC hay Is 
hauled only in the afternoon. This 

practice lengthen! the haying aeaaoo 

and thus Increases the chances of 
da Bage to the hay from rain and 
causes hay to lo-e Its natural "ten 
green" color.

Finally, the adoption of gin com- 
presses in certain particular coiimiuni 
ties will have the effect of Improving 
marketing conditions by aUMMAttag 
certain unnecessary transportation and 
reducing the demand lor freight ears, 
all of which will result In raduclng 
transportation cMUrgaa, A direct sav- 
ing would result by sampling the hales 
at the press box and compressing at 
the gin. The bulky, poorly hound "Hat" 
bale Is perhaps one of the greatest 
sources of loss in marketing cotton, 
this bale being hard to handle, expos- 
ing the cotton to costly damage and 
general deterioration. In order that It 
limy Occupy less space in freight curs 
and ships, It must be shipped to it com- 
press point to he compressed in special 
Cotton presses before being shipped to 
central or export markets. This com- 
pressing is done hurriedly and Indif- 
ferently. Additional bagging is used 
to euvor sample holes, and the six ties 
placed on the bale ut the gin are now 
replaced by seven or eight ties. These 
new ties are not always securely lit- 
Inched, with the result that they be* 
come detached, allowing the hule to 
expand Into an unsightly mass nml 
break open; and the eotton reaches Its 
destination lu poor condition. 

It will be of a great advantage to 
American cotton growers If organiza- 
tion can be brought to bear to improve 
conditions ut the gin. When planting 
seed Is unmixed, when Hut la curefully 
ginned, und when hules are properly 
pressed and bound, American cotton, 
will command greater consideration In 
both home urn] foreign markets.

Customers had to order early, so 
that dealers could make up orders for 
a full carload, with the understanding 
thnt some of the customers would haul 
directly from the car, and thus help 
relieve congestion In the denler's stor- 
age. Dealers had to receive enrs as 
soon as they could be sent from thp 
factory, Instead of wnitirtg, ns they 
sometimes have done In the past, until 
Just before planting season. Manufac- 
turers bad to support this In all ways 
possible, but mainly by giving prefer- 
ence to those dealers who actually did 
order early and In full carloads. 

The results of this Industrial co-op- 
pration have been wonderful. The 
previous year the average carload of 
fertilizer had been about 20 ton*— only 
half of the car occupied. Last year 
this average was raised to over 30 
tons per acre, with the net result that 
the equivalent of more than 87,000 car 
trips were saved. This number of 
car trips was set free for other uses, 
for transportation of munitions of war, 
for the carrying of wheat and other 
foods from the great granary of the 
middle West to the seaboard states, 
for the transport of coal to the frost- 
bound cities of the North. 

What was done In the fertilizer In- 
dustry last year must be done agnln 
this year. Other Industries must also 
follow the same plan. Lime, feed, 
fertilizers, all sorts of materials must 
be shipped in full carloads. The way 
to accomplish this Is for consumers to 
foresee their needs; and foreseeing 
their needs to place their orders early 
—so that there will he time enough for 
full carloads to he made up. Immedi- 
ate shipment, as early as possible, 
must also be the rule— so that neither 
the manufacturer's storage, nor the 
dealer's storage may 
taxed.

Clear Profit. 

(Prepared by the Cnltt-ri States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
The farmer who raises the ordinary 

grains and keeps some live stock has 
perhape the greatest opportunity thnt 
hug ever come to ti i tn for making 
profit from poultry. The possibilities 
for profit nre perhaps not so large ns 
they used to he for the special poultry 
farmer, and thnt fact tuny hnve led 
some general fanners to believe Unit 
the attention applies in some way to 
them; but there exists Just here an 
unusual paradox The very conditions 
that may make poultry nnd tgg pro- 
duction ii losing enterprtl i the spe- 
cialized poultry farm tend to make It 
nu Increasingly gainful one for the 
general farmer. Where nearly all 

of his f 1 has to be bought nt high 

prices, the margin be t ween cost of pro- 
duction and proceeds from sale be- 
comes extremely narrow, hut where 
practically all of the poultry feed Is 
made up of waste materials that would 
otherwise not be utilized In any man- 
ner, the percentage of profit becomes 
very much larger when prices are 
high than It ever could hnvo been 
when prices were low. l'oiiltry on 
the farm obtain a very great part of 
their te«4 hy foraging, by gleaning the 

waste from stable yards ami I Hag 

lots, by consuming the scraps from Ihe 
kitchen door, by preying upon Insect 
pesls in pasture and Held, and In 
only a relatively small degree from 
grain or other commodities that would 
bd marketable.
